features found in the claim(s), as they are claimed in the combination that has not been 
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found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) 
allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 21 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: creating a second list of particular values corresponding to functional states for 
said hardware components relative to a propagation of signals through said hardware 
architecture thereby indicating a state of propagation of information relating to said 
functional faults of said sensors and actuators across the functional architecture; It is 
this/these features found in the claim(s), as they are claimed in the combination that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes this/these 
claim(s) allowable over the prior art.

12.
